The “mystery soldier’ whose 
identiy has been a puzzle not only 
to himself but-to all who attempted 
to discover it, has been identified. 
There was great rejoicing Wednesday 
in an apartment at the Carpenter 
hotel here when it was established 
that James J. Eliott is Andrew Wei- 
denhoff. Arrival of photographs 
from Mrs. Blizabeth Weidenhoff of 
Pitteburgh clearly established hin 
as her son. 


Weidenhoff has been going under 
the name of .Elliott ever since he 
was discharged from an army hos- 
pital, following an attack of spinal 
menegitis. He knew that Elliott 
was not his right name, that it was 
the name of a dead man whose name 
had been given to him, but he could 
not remember his own name. 


Under the name of Elliott he has 
been living for several years during 
which time he married a San Fran- 
cisco girl at Santa Rosa, the pair 
having an eight months old girl. 

Elliott, or Weidenhoff, was sent 
to Ontario by the Federal Vocational 
Rehabilitation Board to attend Chaf- 
fey Junior College.

Hoover opposes any curtailment of 
the right of free speech. 

Hoover advocates the control of 
corporations; eliminating the profit- 
eers and reducing the cost of living. 

Hoover is a real friend of human- 
ity. He is not a politician. He is 
a’ great executive and has made a 
success of everything he has under- 
taken. xs

ASSESSMENT SYSTEM MAY BE 
AN ISSUE 








Shall the county’s assessed valua- 
tion be put on a higher percentage 
basis. There are indications the as- 
sessed valuation system is -to be- 
come an issue. 

At the present time the property in 
the county is assessed by the county 
assessor on a basis of approximately 
one-third its actual value. 

County Assessor E. J. Gilbert has 
declined the request of Mrs. Grace 
Stanley, county superintendent of 
schools, to increase the valuation.

not be raised by the limit of taxa- 
tion fixed by law for the _ school 
funds. 

A campaign is forming to seek a 
county-wide readjustment of the prop- 
erty assessment, but how extensive 
will be the support for the effort is 
not yet apparent. School boards all 
over the county are expected to 
urge the change. 

The schools can get additional 
money over the present tax limit of 
50 cents for elementary schools by 
securing either an amendment of the 
state law fixing that limit or having 
the assessed valuation raised. 

Various counties over the state are 
raising the assessed valuation. 

If the county assessor assesses on 
a third basjs the percentage can be 
increased in a blanket order by the 
board of supervisors when it sits as 
the board of equalization in July. 

There are other reasons advanced 
by opponents to the increased valua- 
tion plan than the maintaining of 
the taxation limit on the present ex- 
penditure basis. The chief of these 
is that county property may at any 
ime be subjected to an ad valorem 
tax by the state. No state tax has! 
been levied on property since 1910. 
If the county assessment is higher 
than other counties of the state then 
the county is at a disadvantage 
should a state tax be levied, in that 
it would pay proportionately more 
than other counties.

this district. 

Accompanied by a group of husky 
soldiers armed with high power mi- 


croscopes, Mr. Weldon = assembled 
groups of ranchers and invaded nu- 
merous orchards. 

The service men stole up on the 


little parasites and capturing several 
specimens alive, they mounted them 
on slides and exhibited them to the 


crowd. 


Entered’ a spraying outfit with the 
tank filled with 2.75 solution. Mr. 
Weldon seized the nozzle and drench- 
ed several trees. The thrips imbibed 
freely, but the percentage was too 
great, or alcohol must have’ been 
used. When the soldiers again went 
over the top not a live thrip was to 


be seen. 

However, when the clean-up squad 
investigated the blossoms on the 
tree, they found a-number of the 
enemy wearing gas masks and still 
very much alive, untouched by the 
liquid. 

Mr. Weldon advised spraying with 


a “Black Lead 40” golution as soon 


as eighty per cent of the blossoms 
have fallen, and to repeat the treat- 
ment if the pest is still active when 


all the fruit is set.

CHAMBERS WOULD AID SCHOOL/|be made fluctuating, 


FUND 


John S. Chambers, state controller, 
has a remedy for relief of the need 
for additional school funds. In an 
epen letter addressed to Will C. 
*Wood, state superintendent of 
schools, Mr. Chambers outlines his 
plan for diverting inheritance tax 
moneys to school funds. Here is the 
letter in full, it being of interest to 
the people of the state: 

“Since our recent discussion of the 
financial needs of the schools of the 
state, and noting in the papers also, 
the better-pay program thé teachers 
have laid out, I am now submitting 
to you in definite form the sugges- 
tion I put forward a week or two 
ago when you were in my office. 

“I refer to the transfer of all in- 
heritance tax collections to the school 
fund to be used in the payment of 
teachers’ salaries, except so much 
as it may be deemed wise to set 
aside for the protection of the Teach- 
ers’ Retirement Fund. 

“Our annual collection from _ in- 
heritance tax sources run between 
$3,500,000 and $4,000,000. This par- 
ticular fiscal year there will be a 
drop, but the decrease will be more 
than made up next year because of 
the large estates we have now in 
process of settlement, From the in- 
heritance tax collections, as you 
know, of course, we now set aside 
$250,000 a year to apply to the sal- 
aries. of teachers, and also 5 per 
cent of the collections for Retirement 
I have advocated in the 
past that he $250,000 be made at 
Jeast $500,000 annually, and that the 


percentage for the eRtirement -Fund 


80 as to pro- 
tect the investments of the fund. 


“As I have given further thought 
to the matter I have grown more 
and more in favor of transferring all 
inheritance tax receipts to the school 
fund. This would involve no addi- 
tional burden on taxpayers. So far 
as they are concerned, it would be 
a bookkeeping transaction. It would 
simply mean that the entire collec- 
tions from this particular source 
would go for school support rather 
than a portion, as now. The balance, 
under the present arrangement, goes 
into the General Fund and is appro- 
priated, with the moneys in ~ that 
fund, for school and other purposes. 
My plan would simply guarantee ‘to 
the schools all of the revenue from 
this important source and at the 
same time, give further protection to 
this soufte from those who have 
sought atid still seek to cripple Jf 
not kill the inheritance tax law of 
California. 

“As a general proposition I am op- 
posed to fixed segregations of reve- 
nue, believing that all revenue should 
go into the General Fund of the 
State Treasury and be drawn there- 
from upon direct appropriations as 
made by the legislature biennially. 
But inasmuch as the constitution re- 
quires that the State Government 
shall contribute to the support of 
school, inasmuch as the State Gov- 
ernment is now segregating a portion 
of the inheritance tax revenue for 
school purposes, inasmuch as the peo- 
ple of California now realize as never 
before the tremendous importance 
of our schools, and inasmuch finally, 
as a large amount of additional mon- 
ey is urgently needed.
